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Research Objective. 


This paper results from an effort to locate and identify the known copies of the Anglican Book of 
Common Prayer of 1549 (“1549 BCP”). The census contained in this paper compiles information 
gathered in the spring and summer of 2006. The project began under an expectation of finding 
perhaps two dozen copies of the 1549 BCP. After exhausting the readily accessible resources, I 
located 120 copies. This census lists the copies primarily by the STC! numbers of their 
respective editions and secondarily by location and describes the provenance and other 
information I obtained about each one. This Second Edition includes copies located through the 
ESTC? after completing a first edition of the census in May 2006. 


The 1549 Book of Common Prayer. 


The political break between the English Church and Rome during the reign of England’s Henry 
VIII gave way, following Henry’s death in 1547, to substantial changes in the form and language 
of worship in the Church of England. Upon the accession of the child-king Edward VI, his 
regents and other proponents of reformation secured passage of an Act of Uniformity in January 
1549, mandating use of a single prescribed form of worship in English churches beginning on 
Whitsunday of that year.2 The book whose use was thus enjoined was the product of the 
“Windsor committee,” which met in late 1548 in response to a royal proclamation calling for 
“one uniform order” of worship.’ In that spirit, Archbishop of Canterbury Thomas Cranmer, the 
prayer book’s chief draftsman, wrote in his preface to the 1549 BCP that “now from henceforth, 
all the whole realm shall have but one use,” i.e., one liturgy with uniform weekly collects, 
scripture readings, and other elements to be employed throughout the kingdom. The new prayer 
book was the first service book written completely in English.° 


The English people did not welcome the 1549 BCP warmly. In fact, its introduction triggered 
riots and widespread denunciation.® No one found it satisfactory: Some Englishmen thought it 
had moved worship too far from traditional observance, while others deemed it still too 
reminiscent of Roman rites.’ Even its official proponents soon began revising it, issuing a new 
Book of Common Prayer in 1552 with a decidedly more reformist bent.® 


Despite its short life as the official English prayer book, the 1549 BCP marked the true beginning 
of Anglican worship. Notwithstanding critical changes reflecting the resolution of key doctrinal

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questions, today’s Anglican prayer book (in its English-language versions, at least?) retains 
almost word-for-word much of the eloquent liturgical language Archbishop Cranmer composed 
in 1549,!° 


Printing the 1549 BCP. 


The 1549 BCP was entitled The booke of common praier and administracion of the Sacramentes, 
and other rites and ceremonies of the Churche: after the vse of the Churche of Englande.'! 
Three printers produced twelve editions of the 1549 BCP in 1549. Edward Whitchurch and 
Richard Grafton, who held royal privileges for the printing of service books, each printed five 
editions in London, and John Oswen printed two editions at Worcester.!* Whitchurch’s first 
edition was dated 7 March 1549 and Grafton’s 8 March 1549.'? The remaining editions reflected 
slight variations in collation, including an increase in the number of lines per page in later 
editions that permitted use of only 168 leaves instead of the original 190 as in the earlier 
editions. 4 


All editions were printed in black-letter Gothic type.'° All but one were in folio format, about 
twelve inches high, with the one exception (STC 16271) in quarto, about seven inches high.'° All 


were printed in a single column of type.'’ Royal injunction fixed the maximum price of the book

at two shillings a copy unbound and three shillings fourpence bound “‘in paste or in boordes. 
The Short-Title Catalogue. 


A Short-Title Catalogue of Books Printed in England, Scotland, & Ireland and of English Books 
Printed Abroad 1475 — 1640'° assigns numbers from 16267 through 16276 (including a 16269.5 
and a 16270a) to the twelve respective 1549 BCP editions.” The research producing this census 
identified at least three copies of each edition. The Short-Title Catalogue lists many but not all of 
the copies listed in this census. All but four of the 120 copies listed here are located in 
institutional libraries in English-speaking countries. The remaining four either are in private 
collections in the United States or were in those collections at the time the sources cited herein 
documented their locations.”!

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Format of this Census. 


The following census categorizes the 1549 BCP copies by edition, using the STC numbers and 
providing a basic description for each edition. Within each edition, the catalog identifies 
individual copies by their locations at the time of this research. For each copy the census 
provides any available provenance data, other facts learned, and the source of the information. 
One particularly enjoyable aspect of this research effort was receiving the helpful responses from 
librarians around the world, offering details about their respective libraries’ copies of this book. I 
am indebted to the librarians whose names appear among the sources listed below for the 
information they provided about their respective libraries’ copies of this book. 


Note on Comprehensiveness of Census. 


In the course of this research, I stumbled across copies of the 1549 BCP that Pollard’s and 
Griffiths’s works and the ESTC did not list. I found multiple copies where I thought I would find 
one, and I found no copies in a few places where I believed a copy existed. Accordingly, I am 
confident this census omits quite a few copies of the 1549 BCP that failed to turn up in my few 
weeks’ research. Nevertheless, this census may serve as a starting point for another student who 
wishes to take up the search from this point forward.

The title page is as described in the official description of this edition, but it also has a small hand 
printed in black with the index finger raised underneath 'Junii' and a small similar red hand printed on either 
side of the black hand, pointing towards the text. Odd letters and groups of letters in ink are scattered 
around between the text and border, as if someone had been practicing their handwriting. On the verso of 
the title page is the contents page, and at the foot of the margin on the bottom left is written in faded black 
ink: Antho Garnett Right owner of this book 


On the next leaf, the recto of the preface, marked A.11, in the right margin at the top, lengthwise along the 
page is written in very faint sepia ink: Margrett Garett Right owner of this Book 1700 (??; the printing is 
very faint). Next in the margin is the name Antho Garnett on its own, then Margarett Garnett Rightt. At 
the foot of the page, in the margin, the name Anthony Garnett is written five times, in five different 
directions, in varied scripts as if the writer were practicing his signature with some flourishes - all in faded 
black ink. The verso of that leaf and the following leaf are unmarked, but an unfinished signature appears 
upside down in the bottom margin of leaf A.iiti, which reads Tho Garnett, again as if the writer were trying 
out various ways of writing his name. 


On the recto of A.v, the calendar page for January, someone has been trying out their lettering again at the 
top, beside the word January - '1 a nu' and a 'y' and at the very top of the page 'm a r' which could be the 
start of the name Margarett. On the recto of what would be A.vi, the page for Marche, 'Marg' is again 
written with a flourish. On the recto of what would be A.vii, the page for Maye, the word 'May' is written 
twice in ink at the top of the page. The top of the lettering is cut off, indicating that the book has been 
trimmed at some time for rebinding. Book with cover is now 30 cm. in height. 


On the recto of what would be A.viii, the page for July, at the very top of the page is written in faded black 
ink: Antho Garnett Right owner of this book, and a date, which has been unfortunately trimmed - you can 
just see that it reads 171- but the last digit is cut off. On the verso of this leaf, the page for August is 
written again: Antho Garnett Right owner of this booke, and what appears to be the date 1715. 


On the recto of what would be A.ix, the page for September, at the very top of the page is written in faded 
black ink: Margrett Garntt Book. On the recto of what would be A.x, the page for November, at the very 
top of the page is written in faded black ink: Margarett Garnett owner of this booke. A line of writing 
beginning with '8' is cut off with the trimming of the leaf at the top. The next few leaves are all clean and 
in fairly good condition except for a bit of water damage, which probably came from the fire in Oriel 
Library in 1949 until on leaf B.vi, (Fol 14r) in the top left of the margin, but impinging on the heading text 
to the left, is written: Margarett Garnett Booke 1700 -. 


On leaf D.iii, there are two smudged and unreadable words in sepia ink at the foot of the page. At the top 
right margin of D.vii (recto), there is written in black ink what looks like: £- 3-11 (Three shillings and 11d) 
Vols - 1-8. n the verso of this leaf, the signature Anthony Garnett appears twice in the left margin in sepia 
ink.
